Dr.  Virginia  DeMarce  and 
Dr.  George  R.  Gayler  of  the  Di¬ 
vision  of  Social  Science  will 
present  studies  March  15-16  at 
the  Missouri  Valley  Conference 
of  Collegiate  Teachers  of  His¬ 
tory,  University  of  Omaha.

tinuing  Studies,  U.  of  Omaha. 

Dr.  DeMarce  will  speak  of 
her  studies  on  the  topic. of  “The 
Role  of  !  Local  Administration 
in  the  Enforcement  of  Religious 
Policy— the  Austrian  Regency 
.in  Wurttemberg  1519-1532." 

Dr.  DeMarce  was  awarded 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philoso¬ 
phy  in  June,  .1967,  by  Stanford 
University,  Palo  Alto,  -  Cal.  A 
Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow,  Dr. 
DeMarce  spent  two  years  study¬ 
ing.  in  Germany.  She  has  been 
teaching  at  MSC  since  the  fall 
of  1965.  • 

Dr.  George  Gayler’s  presen¬ 
tation,  “A  Study  in  National 
Hysteria:  The  English  Popish 
Plot,”  will  be  given  during  the 
session  concerning  British  his¬ 
tory.  Dr.  Gayler  earned  his 
PhD  at  Indiana  University  in 
1955.  Coming  to  MSC  in  1949,- 
he  now  holds  the  position  of  pro-  . 
fessor  of  history.

Vote  for  Best  Dressed  MSC  Coed  Today  in  Den 
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Student  Legislature  Considers 
Approval  for  SDS,  ESP  Club 


Hie  MSC  Student  Senate,  in 
Ms.  initial  meeting  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  semester,  concerned  itself 
with  the  consideration  for  ap¬ 
proval  of  two  proposed  student 
organizations. 

The  organizations,  an  ESP 
dub  and  Students  for  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  Society,  both  received 
postponement  of  action  until 
the  Feb.  15  meeting. 

.Ken  Redick,  represent¬ 
ing  the  ESP  Club,  answer¬ 
ed  questions  posed  by  the 
senators  and  explained 
some  of  the  experiments 
the  club  will  be  working 
on.  He  stated  that  seances, 
•uija  boards,  and  other 
things  in  the  spiritual  line . 
will  be  avoided. 

President  Tom  Frank  advis¬ 
ed  Hediek  to  have  some  of  the 
club’s  sponsors  present  at  the 
next  Senate  meeting. 

The  other  *  major  area  of 
business  for  the  Senate  was  a 
controversial  discus® on  cen¬ 
tering  around  the  acceptance 
cor  rejection  of  the  SDS  consti¬ 
tution.  Senators  and  several 
student  representatives  of  the 
organization  engaged  in  debate 
about  the  role  SDS  would  play 
at  MSC. 

The  students  explained  they 
wanted  to  expose  the  problems 
affecting'  MSC  students.  More 
specifically,  one  SDS  propon¬ 
ent  cited  the  inadequacy  of  the 
Northwest  Missourian,  stating 
it  was  censored  by  the  faculty 
and  not  a  student  newspaper 
at  all. 

Senators  and  their,  advis¬ 
er,  Dean  C.  E.  Koerble, 
seemed  to  be  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  two  important 
points:  (1)  how  strongly 
the  local  organization  will 
be  affiliated  with  the  much 
publicized  national  organi¬ 
sation,  and  (2)  exactly 
what  steps  the  local  group 
would  take  to  expose  stu¬ 
dents  to  tiie  issues. 

A  senator  suggested  that  if 
the  organization  should  be  set 
up,  and  if  they  did  act  in  an 
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unruly  or  unlawful  manner, 
the  senate  need  only  terminate 
the  organization. 

Debate  ended  with  the  con¬ 
stitution  going  to  the  Senate’s 
constitutional  committee  for  fi¬ 
nal  inspection.  Dean  Koerble 
said  copies  will  be  sent  to  sen¬ 
ators  along  with  additional  in¬ 
formation  about  the  Students 
for  a  Democratic  Society  be¬ 
fore  the  next  senate  meeting. 

Meeting  time  for  the  Student 
Senate  for  the  second  semester 
was  set  at  7  p.  m.,  every 
Thursday.

15,”  by  Paul  Juon,  “Sonata 
(1919),”  by  Rebecca  Clarke, 
and  “Suite  (1919),”  by  Ernest 
Bloch.  Divided  into,  three  . 
movements,  moderate,  adagio 
assai,  and  allegro  moderate, 
the  first  selection  was  compos¬ 
ed  ait  the  time  when  Brahms’ 
music  was  most  influential.  It 
contains  a  seberzando  section 
which  is  a  device  popularized 
by  “Goan  Home”  of  Dvorak’s 
“New  World  Symphony.” 

The  second  and  third  compo¬ 
sitions  were  composed  by  win¬ 
ners  of  the  Berkshire  Festival 
in  1919.  These  musical  works 
are  each  separated  into  sev¬ 
eral  movements.  “Sonata 
(1919)”  is  an  imaginative  and 
feminine  piece  while  “Suite 
(1919)”  is  the  more  masculine 
of  the  two.

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Biologists  Add  Rare ^  • 

To  Collection  at

Population  on  campus  has 
increased  more  than  100  since 
Mr.  David  Easterla,  assistant 
professor  of  biology,  and  three 
students  spent  their  Christmas 
vacation  in  Mexico. 

Newcomers  include  a  wild 
Aztec  parakeet,  an  orange 
Mexican  bulldog,  bat,  and  a 
four  -.  eyed  oppossum.  Along 
with  the  other  fascinating  trop¬ 
ical  birds,  bats,  and  mammals 
gathered  by  the  team,  this  trio 
has  been  expertly  .stuffed ,  and 
labeled.  The  collection  of  spec¬ 
imens  may  be  seen  in  the  biol¬ 
ogy  department.  ' 

High  adventure  was  the 
keynote  of  the  6, 000-mile 
trip  for  Mr.  Easterla  and 
biology  majors  Larry  Wat¬ 
kins,  senior,  and  Richard 
Rowlett  and  Lloyd  Logan, 
sophomores. 

They  saw  bands  of  spider 
monkeys  and  flocks  of  wild 
white  -  fronted  parrots.  One 
night  they  caught  a  record  300 
bats  in  their  nets.  During 
Christmas  week  the  men  were 
isolated  for  six  days  at  a  ranch 
in  Teapa,  Tabasco,  Mexico. 

■  “Sheets  of  rain  poured 
down  for  48  hours,”  Mr.  Eas- 
terlai  recalled.  “Then  the 
streams  went  out,  -  the.  floods 
came,  and  no  one  could  go 
anywhere.” 

Largest  of  ,  the  birds  captur¬ 
ed  by  the  team  is  a  25-inch 
Olivaceous  cormorant,  a  ,  wa¬ 
ter  bird  which  in  China  com¬ 
monly  is  used  by  fishermen.  A 
ring  around  its  neck  prevents 
the  bird  from  swallowing,  and 
the  men  .  are  able  to  retrieve 
the  fish  caught. 

Mr.  Easterla  proudly 
shows  the  Blue  crowned 
motmot,  known  to  bird 
.  watchers  as  the  pendulum 
bird  because  his  long, 
graceful  tail  swings  like 
a  pendulum  on  a  clock. 
Another  beauty  is  .  the 
Masked  tanager,  whose 
feathers  are  Iridescent 
blue,  turquoise,  and  gold. 

Two  of  the  strangest  birds 
are  the  Black-necked  stilt,  a 
long,  billed  shore  bird,  whose 
legs  look  like  .  stilts  and  the 
Keel-billed 'toucan,  whose  huge 
bill  is  used  for  crushing  fruits. 

Twenty-five  different  species 
are  represented  in  the  assort¬ 
ment  of  bats.  The  most  colorful

the  most  specialized,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Easterla. 

4 'One  of  the  few  fish -eating 
bate,  it  uses  its  long  toes-  to 
scoop  fish  off  the  waiter,”  ex-' 
plained  the  biologist. 

One  of  the  strangest  speed-, 
mens  is  Davy’s  Naked-backed 
bat,  whose  fur  resembles  a 
jacket  rather  than  a  coat.  The 
Greater  White-lined  bat  has  a 
long  nose  like  a  shrew.  It  has 
pockets  in  its  wings,  the  func¬ 
tion  of  which  is  not  known.  It 
feeds  on  insects. 

“We  found  excellent 
specimens  of  Vampire 
bats,”  Mr.  Easterla  com¬ 
mented.  “They  feed  only 
on  the  blood  of  mammals, 
mainly  on  the  blood  of  cat¬ 
tle  in  Mexico.” 

Mammals  brought  back  in¬ 
clude  a  black  squirrel,  a  Mex¬ 


ican  Long-tailed  weasel,  a  Rice 
rat,  a  Fulvous  Harvest  mouse, 
and  a  tiny  Pocket  mouse, 
whose  fur-lined  cheek  pouches 
are  used  for  carrying  seeds. 

Mr.  Easterla,  who  has  made 
six  field  trips  to  Mexico  to 
study  wildlife,  stated  the  objec¬ 
tives  of  such  a  trip: 

“To  observe  various  forms 
of  tropical  life  —  birds,  rep¬ 
tiles,  mammals,  and  amphib¬ 
ians;  to  gain  experience  in  col¬ 
lecting  and  preparing  speci¬ 
mens  under  field  conditions; 
and  to  secure  teaching  speci¬ 
mens.” 

“In  spite  of  getting  some 
skin  rashes  from  poison  plants, 
being  held  up  by  a  flood,  and 
having  Vampire  bats  come  too 
close  for  comfort,  we  feel  that 
our  trip  was  highly  success¬ 
ful,”  reflected  Mr.  Easterla. 
“It  is  an  invaluable  exper¬ 
ience  for  the  students  of  biol¬ 
ogy.”
